figures not answer the question which put year 
ago. They indicate merely rough-and-ready rule for esti- 
mating the practical value for record. will state 
production ten months for cow that bred freshen 
within the year, substract the production the production 
the last two months the record and deduct 10% from 
the remainder. this rule Indian Belle with 
record 11,797.2 lbs. milk and 490.92 lbs. butter fat should 
make ten months under ordinary card 9235.7 lbs. milk 
and 385.53 lbs. fat, and Masher’s Elsie with ani record 
14458.7 lbs. milk and 745.75 lbs. fat should make 11553.8 
milk and 596.13 lbs. fat. These estimated records for 
ten months are fact very close their actual performance 
for this year. such records were kept 100 cows, 
might come nearer the turth. 

One other factor enters here which hard estimate. 
have notice all cows tendency test higher per- 
centage butter fat when working under ordinary farm con- 
ditions. This probably due the lower milk yield, but 
has appreciable effect the ten months’ record. 

Another element taken into account the decreased 
cost the output under ordinary conditions. For example, 
butter fat from test cows costs for feed cents 
pound but from cows not under test the feed-cost 18.3 
cents pound. other words the actual profit from sales 
comes wholly from the ordinary yield; the extra yield under 
the test costs its entire value. 

follows, therefore, that the returns from testing 
must come form other sources. One such source the in- 
creased valuation cow and the elimination poor 
working animals. But mind the greatest return all 
comes the fixing cows under test permanent habits 
consuming large amounts feed and persistency milk 
flow. These qualities are valuable whether cow milked 
ten months twelve months.

The capacity turn large amounts feed into milk and 
butter fat and persistency milking are qualities which 
every breeder seeks cultivate and perpetuate. They are 
the foundations which the breeder dairy cattle builds.

few breeders deemed worth while keep records milk 
production when was not known whether the milk one 
cow was better than that another. But when both milk 
and butter fat could accurately recorded the plan ad- 
vanced registry testing was soon evolved. The results one 
decade’s work already show more promise advance 
dairy breeding than the experience century preceding. 
For the first time have singled out those qualities which 
count for most and are position breed, not hap- 
hazard fashion, but such way promote advance. 
Until these qualities were singled out and reduced scien- 
tific basis, breeders depended upon visual signs. What they 
would see cow, infer from feeling her, were the sources 
their judgment breeding. not deny that some men 
can see more cow than others, but doubt any man can 
see 18,000 lbs. milk rather than 16,000 14000. One 
might discriminate between the 6,000 lb. cow and the 16,000 
lb. cow but progress calls for sharper discrimination than that. 
Every little helps. While there may many lapses due 
reversion and the dominance untested qualities, the 
chances are all favorable greater success from mating ani- 
mals approved productive ancestry than breeding mere- 
according visual signs. Mendle’s law assures that 
one-fourth the progeny pair will recessive and that 
three-fourths may be. same law encourages be- 
lieve, however, that proper mating desired qualities may 
permanently fixed. the dairy world wish per- 
petuate the qualities large milk production. The first step 
single out animals that show these qualities, and given 
plenty them someone will fortunate enough build 
strain which these qualities will dominant. 


conclusion, wish say word about some recent criti- 
cisms advanced registry requirements. have always in- 
clined the belief that would have been better the re- 
cords were restricted the first ten months lactation 
period. Surely ten months time enough discover cow’s 
capacity consume feed, and demonstrate her ability 
produce milk and butter fat profit. But now that 
have some thousands records completed the year’s 
basis and inasmuch the other breeders’ associations have 
followed our lead, not see how can change. great 
harm can done any rate. Even there were such 
obligation should want keep every heifer mine her 
best for the first year anyway and probably for two three 
years. The craze for records need disturb real breeder. 
the desire win outweighs all other considerations, the 
man who has gambler cows not breeder. Such 
man will gamble something—if not cows, then horses 
cards the stock market. The real breeder will seek first 
the welfare his animals; everything else secondary. 


The welfare heifer, seems me, requires that she 
fed generously during her early lactation periods and that 
she milk persistently for least twelve months the first year, 
decreasing subsequent years till maturity may ten 
months. This raises the question when she shall bred. 
The idea seems prevail that cow—any cow! should drop 
calf every year. Proposals have been made our club 
penalize every record that does not show the cow have been 
calf four five months. The more think about it, the 
less favor any such procedure. don’t want heifers 
have calf every year. First want them milk straight- 
away for twelve months; then want them have two 
months taper off in,, and then two months dry. After 
years’ hard work four five months are not too much de- 
vote growth and recreation. one’s main purpose were 
get the most milk the least cost from cow the first 
three years plan could not recommended. But cow 
should profitable for ten twelve years, and confidently 
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expect heifers that are reared carefully, fed generously 
and worked hard with suitable periods rest during the first 
three four years, will give greater profit their life 
time than were exact the last pound flesh the be- 
ginning. 

Moreover, the perpetuation the power produce milk 
depends primarily upon giving the calf strong physical 
constitution.

their way into much new territory, until now there are few 
states that not have several enthusiastic Guernsey breed- 
ers.

you would use the accompanying map and select those states 
where there are the most dairy cattle.

Relatively speaking, however, the paper that covers the 
largest territory the poorest paper which advertise 
live stock. This due two things—in the first place, ad- 
vertising rates are much higher such papers that the 
cost prohibitive, and the second place, even the rates 
were lower, there are usually comparatively few circulating 
any one section. 

There are many good State farm papers that cover given 
territory and cover thoroughly. These can found the 
newspaper directory. Before placing your advertisement 
with unknown paper, however, you should secure sample 
copies and examine the advertising pages carefully see 
other Guernsey breeders are using them.

Guernsey Interest Algona, Iowa. 


Judge Quarton, who, together with Messrs. Julian, Adams, 
Keen, Hofius, and several others, has been largely responsible 
for dairy progress Algona, has interesting ideas. 
breeder pure-bred Guernseys, and has sympathy with 
the dual purpose idea. This the ageof specialization and 
high prices, and the farm, everywhere else, must 
conduct everything its highest efficiency. trip Wis- 
consin number years ago convinced him the fallacy 
the dual purpose idea. was driving through western Wis- 
consin, and stopped the dairy farms. found that the 
cows were dual purpose, and giving about 150 pounds 
butter-fat, which that time was selling for cents pound. 
These dual purpose men thought that income $37.50 
the cow, and steer calf, was pretty good. The judge drove 
further until came community Swiss farmers, 
who confined themselves strictly dairying. These cows 
found were giving average about 300 pounds butter- 
fat per year, with total income about $75. The judge de- 
cided then and there that $37.50 was too much pay for 
calf. 

The judge has kept some cows which has been very 
proud. One, for instance, bought number years ago 


calf, for $140. kept her for five years, and during 
that time she produced two heifer calves and bull calf which 
sold for total $500. The butter-fat she produced during 
the period brought $365. the finish sold the cow herself 
for $700. 

tried point out the judge that perhaps was mak- 
ing money the dairy business because good prices se- 
cured for his pure-bred young stuff. Then pointed out 
that his average cow last year produced something like 
280 pounds butter-fat, which was worth about $90. Be- 
sides this, there was skim-milk value amounting about 
$15, and calf worth perhaps $40, making total estimated 
income from the average cow about $145. Then, together, 
figured the expenses. The judge thought $50 was 
enough for feed, although feared that this would least 
$10 low for 280-pound cow. wanted allow $20 
for labor. The judge said that considered the labor and 
the manure balance each other, did not put this down. 
Since valued the cow $125, the yearly depreciation her 
with interest the investment, would about $20. Then 
there would perhaps more for bull service and 
cover such miscellaneous items shelter, taxes, veterinary 
expenses, etc. And had profit $27 and the calf. 
There must some weakness these figures, but confess 
that can not find out what is. seems incredible they 
are so, that there not more demand among creamery 
patrons northern Iowa for well-bred dairy sires.
